SUBJECT: TYPES OF OCCUPATION AT CLOSURE FOR CLIENTS REHABILITATED 
IN FISCAL YEARS 1975 AND 1976 


CONTENT: This report presents information on 59 occupations into which 
rehabilitated clients were placed in Fiscal Years 1975 and 
1976. It also displays data on 11 broad categories of 
occupation for clients rehabilitated in Fiscal Years 
1971-1976. For Fiscal Year 1976 alone, the percent of place~ 
ments into each occupation accounted for by the severely 
disabled is featured. The data in this report clearly show 
the wide variety of occupations into which the disabled, 
whether or not severely disabled, can be placed. 


Changes in the distribution of occupations through the 

years is usually slow and gradual. However, the rate of 
change has accelerated in recent years, as a result of the 
1973 Rehabilitation Act which called for priority services 

to the severely disabled. The most striking example of 

such change was found in the percent of rehabilitated clients 
placed as homemakers. This has increased from 13.6 percent 

in Fiscal Year 1974 to 16.4 percent in Fiscal Year 1976, 

the highest percent for homemakers ever recorded. Home- 
making was one of only six occupations out of 59 in which 

the majority of placements were for severely disabled individ- 
uals. In general, the severely disabled were more likely 
than the non-severely disabled to be placed into non-wage-~ 
earning activities such as homemaking and unpaid family 

work, and into sheltered workshops.

TABLES 1A AND 1B - BROAD OCCUPATIONAL PATTERNS - FISCAL YEAR 1971 
TO FISCAL YEAR 1976 


In the five year time span from Fiscal Year 1971 to Fiscal Year 1976, 
the category of professionals accounted for the largest percentage 
point gain in placements among the broad occupational categories, 
from 10.7 percent of all rehabilitations in Fiscal Year 1971 to 

12.3 percent in Fiscal Year 1976. The category showing the 

greatest percentage point loss was the complex of service 
occupations, declining from 21.9 percent to 20.1 percent. 


Generally, no clear pattern emerges in this five year period. 
Observation of the two year trend from Fiscal Year 1974 to 
Fiscal Year 1976, however, is more meaningful. 


Since Fiscal Year 1974, a year during which the Rehabilitation 
Act took effect, the proportion of rehabilitated clients whose 
cases were closed out as homemakers increased from 13.6 percent 
to 16.4 percent in Fiscal Year 1976. Similarly, a gain of 

0.8 percentage points in placements of sheltered workshop workers 
(not classifiable elsewhere) was noted in the same two year 
period, 2.0 percent vs. 2.8 percent. The homemaker proportion 
is the highest ever experienced in the Program and may be 
attributed to the recent Act's emphasis on priority services 

to the severely disabled, fewer of whom can be placed into 
remunerative employment. 


Also rising is the proportion of rehabilitated cases closed 

out as professionals, up to 12.3 percent in Fiscal Year 

1976 - the highest such proportion ever - from 10.6 percent 

in Fiscal Year 1974. The explanation for this shift is not 

obvious, unless, perhaps, more job opportunities for the handicapped 
have opened up recently in the professions. 
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Concurrent with the aforementioned increases is a decline in 
placements into industrial occupations, regardless of skill 
level. In Fiscal Year 1974 such placements encompassed 33.8 
percent of all rehabilitated closures and in Fiscal Year 1976, 
only 29.4 percent. The decline in the proportion of rehab- 
ilitated clients closed into unskilled industrial occupations 
was the most pronounced, falling to 17.2 percent in Fiscal 

Year 1976 from 20.6 percent only two years earlier. Placements 
into unskilled jobs declined by more than 17,000 in the two 
year time span, by far the largest absolute decline.

Professional, technical and managerial 


In Fiscal Year 1976, a total of 36,788 rehabilitated clients, or 
12.3 percent of the rehabilitated population in that fiscal year, 
were placed into professional, technical and managerial occupations. 
Both in absolute and relative terms, this represented record numbers 
of such placements in the history of the vocational rehabilitation 
program. 


Four professional areas, among the sixteen listed, accounted 

for three-fifths of all the professional placements. They were: 
architecture and engineering (13 percent), medicine and health 

(17 percent), education (16 percent), and management (13 percent). 


From Fiscal Year 1975 to Fiscal Year 1976, the number of placements 
into architectural and engineering, and medical and health occupations 
wenteupe.rom) 3,917 .to“4.889 ws andufromess929¢torOsi82serespectively . 

At the same time, placements into educational and management positions 
went down from 6,594 to 5,980, and from 5,150 to 4,870, respectively, 
during the period. The foregoing four groupings of placements 
represented the greatest change, in absolute terms, from Fiscal 

Year 1975 to Fiscal Year 19/76 among all professional categories. 


Service 

The service occupations have traditionally accounted for about 
one-fifth of all the placements. Among the nine groupings of services 
listed, food and beverage preparation alone accounted for 29 percent 
of all service placements and six percent of all occupations. 
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The number of successful closures into service occupations declined 
from 64,642 in Fiscal Year 1975 to 59,918 in Fiscal Year 1976. 
Absolute declines during the period affected seven of the nine types 
of services, including food and beverage preparation. The 
proportion of total placements represented by the service occupat= 
ions also dropped from 20.6 percent to 20.1 percent during the 
period. 


Unskilled industrial occupations 


A large source of employment for rehabilitated clients is in the 
area of unskilled industrial occupations. Some 17 to 18 percent 
of the clients rehabilitated in Fiscal Years 1975 and 1976 were 
placed into unskilled industrial jobs. The number of such 
placements declined from 56,486 in Fiscal Year 1975 to 51,170 

in Fiscal Year 1976. The proportion, down to 17.2 percent in 
Fiscal Year 1976, was as high as 20.6 percent only two years 
earlier. 


Homemaking 


Homemaking is one of the leading occupations of rehabilitated 
clients. Fiscal Years 1975 and 1976 saw record numbers-about 
49,000 both years-of persons rehabilitated as homemakers. 
Currently, one rehabilitated client in every six becomes a 
homemaker . 


The recent upswing in homemaker rehabilitation has followed a 
trend of increasing numbers of the severely disabled entering 
State agency caseloads, as a result of the enactment of the 

1973 Rehabilitation Act. It would appear that severely disabled 
clients are likelier candidates for non-competitive occupations 
such as homemaking. 


TABLE 3 - DETAILED OCCUPATIONAL PATTERNS OF THE SEVERELY AND THE 
NON-SEVERELY DISABLED - FISCAL YEAR 1976 


The severely disabled represented 42 percent, and the non-severely 
disabled 58 percent, of the rehabilitated clients reporting 
occupation at closure in Fiscal Year 1976. Utilizing these 
proportions as a base or "norm", the likelihood of placement into 
various occupations of both groups of clients can be outlined as 
follows: 
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Le Severely disabled clients 


The most likely occupations for severely disabled clients were: 
homemaking, unpaid family work, sheltered workshop work, unskilled 
bench work, and as vending stand operators and clerks. The 
proportion of severely disabled clients in those occupations 

ranged from 52 percent to 92 percent. One-third of all the severely 
disabled were placed into those six types of occupations. 


a) Homemakers 


Over one-half of all the homemakers were severely disabled clients. 
One out of five severely disabled clients were rehabilitated 
as homemakers. 


b) Unpaid family workers 


Over 70 percent of all the unpaid family workers were severely 
disabled clients. Unpaid family workers comprised over two per- 
cent of all severely disabled clients. 


c) Sheltered workshop workers 


Roughly 90 percent of the 8,414 sheltered workshop workers, who 
could not be classified elsewhere into a specific type of job, 
were severely disabled. They represented six percent of the 
severely disabled. 


d) Unskilled bench workers 


Over one-half of the clients placed into unskilled bench work 
occupations were severely disabled. These persons represented 
four percent of all severely disabled clients. 


e) Over 90 percent of the rehabilitated vending stand operators, 
and 68 percent of the vending stand clerks were severely disabled 
clients. 


2. Non-severely disabled clients 


In thirty-nine out of the fifty-nine types of occupations, the 
proportion of non-severely disabled clients surpassed the overall 
58 percent mark. 


Specifically, non-severely disabled clients represented: 

69 percent of the 6,200 clients in medicine and health occupations; 
68 percent of the 4,000 in barbering and cosmetology; 

68 percent of the 1,800 in semi-skilled structural occupations; 
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8,000 in unskilled processing occupations; 
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skilled structural occupations; 
unskilled structural occupations; 
miscellaneous personal services; 
stenography, typing and filing; 
unskilled miscellaneous occupations; 
food and beverage preparation. 


non-severely disabled clients involved in the foregoing 
ten types of occupations represented over one-third of all such 


In conclusion, it can be said that non-severely disabled clients 
were likelier than the severely disabled to be placed into most 
types of occupations, while the severely disabled tended to 
cluster in relatively fewer occupations.

Number of Rehabilitations in State Vocational Rehabilitation 
Agencies: Fiscal Year 1977 Versus Year Ending September 30, 1976 
and Fiscal Year 1976 


State rehabilitation agencies rehabilitated 291,202 persons in 
Fiscal Year 1977. This is 1.6 percent less than the 296,074 

persons rehabilitated in the twelve months ending September 30, 

1976 and 4.0 percent less than the 303,328 rehabilitations recorded 
in Fiscal Year 1976. The change to a new fiscal year cycle requires 
this dual comparison. 


The Fiscal Year 1977 performance represents the third consecutive 
year of decline in rehabilitations after 20 years of uninterrupted 
growth in successful case closures and consititutes the fewest 
rehabilitations in any year since Fiscal Year 1970. 


Further, rehabilitations in Fiscal Year 1977 were nearly 70,000 
less than in Fiscal Year 1974, a decline of 19.4 percent from 
the historic high registered that year (361,138). Both this 
absolute and relative decrease in rehabilitations were the most 
pronounced in any three-year period since the beginning of the 
State-Federal Program in Fiscal Year 1921. The established 
goal of 313,022 rehabilitations for Fiscal Year 1977 was missed 
by about seven percent. 


Despite the overall decline in rehabilitations, it should be 
noted that nearly three dozen agencies experienced increases 
in rehabilitations in Fiscal Year 1977 over performances in 
both Fiscal Year 1976 and the twelve-month period ending 
September 30, 1976. Some of these gains were quite impressive.

SUBJECT : Final Report: Comparison of Characteristics of Severely 
and Non-severely Disabled Clients Rehabilitated During 
Fiscal Years 1975-1976 
CONTENT : The accompanying table compares the personal and program- 


related characteristics of severely and non-severely 
disabled clients rehabilitated in Fiscal Years 1975 and 
1976. This report replaces RSA-IM-77-32 (February 3, 
1977) which showed preliminary results for Fiscal Year 
1976. The percentages shown in the earlier report differ 
only slightly from those in this report. Therefore, the 
discussion in the earlier report is still valid. None- 
theless, a few highlights are repeated below. 


Fewer of the severely disabled as compared to the non- 
severely disabled, could be placed into the competitive 
labor market (62.9 percent severe vs. 82.0 percent 
non-severe) while many more of them were closed out as 
homemakers (20.8 percent vs. 13.5 percent), unpaid family 
workers (2.8 percent vs. 0.8 percent) and sheltered work- 
shop workers (9.2 percent vs. 1.0 percent). The weekly 
earnings of the severe clients who were receiving earnings 
at closure continued to lag behind the comparable non- 
severe group ($81 vs. $98 for the non-severe). Clients 
with substantial handicaps who were rehabilitated during . 
Fiscal Year 1976 received purchased case services with 
costs which averaged more than the costs of services 
provided to their non-severe counterparts ($1307 and $895, 
respectively). At the same time, these same severe 
individuals averaged less than one month longer in the 
active caseload (18.2 months vs. 17.4 months). 


The dominant reason for closing cases as not rehabilitated, 
severe or non-severe, was a breakdown in the client-State 
agency relationship. This includes the client's failure to 
cooperate or to accept case services and the agency's 
inability to locate or contact the client. Severely dis- 
abled clients were more likely to have been not rehabili- 
tated because of the severity of their handicap or 
unfavorable medical prognosis (22.3 percent of the severely 
disabled vs. 5.4 percent of the residual group). 


It should be noted that a technical problem of some 
magnitude was discovered in the data. The number of severely 
disabled clients shown in this report for Fiscal Year 1976 
exceeds the number known to have been rehabilitated by 

about 2,000 cases. This resulted from the submittal of 

many cases which were miscoded severe by one large agency. 
Since the data in this report are presented on a national 
basis only, it is not believed that the resulting per- 
centages and means have been distorted to any appreciable 
degree.

Vocational Rehabilitation Caseload Distribution:

The following tables and report present highlights of the 
caseload activity in State vocational rehabilitation agencies 
during the first three quarters of Fiscal Year 1977. For 

the nine-month period ending June 30, 1977 in comparison to the 
same time span one year earlier, there was generally less 
caseload activity. There were fewer closures, for example, 
and fewer cases processed for eligibility. Total caseload 
levels declined, but active cases (Statuses 10-24) showed 

a very slight increase. On a somewhat positive note, new 
referrals, applicants and extended evaluation cases increased, 
although a decline occurred in cases accepted for basic 

VR services. 


Among the severely disabled, declines were registered in 
the number of new active cases during the nine-month 
period and in the number of active cases closed. 
Surprisingly, the decline in new active cases (5.4 percent) 
was accompanied by an increase in the number of new active 
cases among the non-severely disabled (1.2 percent). 
Interestingly, however, the number of severe cases in the 
active statuses on June 30, 1977 was greater than on 

June 30,.,.19762

Other caseload patterns show the severely disabled to be 
growing in proportion. For example, 44.7 percent of all 
rehabilitations during the nine-months ending June 30, 1977 
were of severely disabled persons. For the same period 

a year earlier, the percentage was 41.2 percent. 


This report has been abbreviated to highlight the most 
important caseload trends in the first three quarters 
of Fiscal Year 1977. A more extensive report will be 
prepared in the near future to summarize caseload 
activity during the entire fiscal year.

There were 1,978,003 cases in one or more of Statuses 00 to 30 
at some time from October 1, 1976 through June 30, 1977, a 
decrease of 5.7 percent in cases handled from the same 
nine-month period a year ago. 


A total of 754,998 cases were processed for eligibility during 
the period, 8.4 percent fewer than in the comparable period 

of the previous year. Of this totaly73298093) cases, jor 4326 
percent, were accepted for vocational rehabilitation 

(Status 10) while 425,903 cases, or 56.4 percent were not 
accepted (Status 08). 


During the nine-month period, 768,994 cases were closed out 
at some point in the VR process. This represented a decrease 
of 12.6 percent in closure activity from the comparable 
period in the prior year. Rehabilitations through 

June 30, 1977 declined by 11.2 percent and cases closed 

not rehabilitated (Statuses 28-30) decreased by 14.2 

percent from the same nine-month period a year earlier. 


By June 30, 1977, the overall number of cases remaining 

in Statuses 00 to 24 had increased by 0.3 percent over 

the same date in 1976 to 1,209,009 cases. The largest 
proportion of these were in the active statuses 

(Statuses 10-24), 755,751. This total was virtually 

unchanged from the same date a year ago. Cases in program 
development (Status 14) and restoration or training 

(Statuses 16-18) were down from the same date of the prior 

year by 1.1 percent, 2.0 percent and 5.9 percent, respectively. 
Conversely, the number of clients ready for employment 

(Status 20), in employment (Status 22) and with service interrupted 
(Status 24) increased by 3.2 percent, 17.0 percent ‘

Not too much change was noted in new cases during the October 
1, 1976 to June 30, 1977 period compared to the same period a 
year earlier. New referrals increased by 0.2 percent and 
new applicants by 2.3 percent.

such cases. New active cases accepted for VR services 
declined by 2.2 percent.

Severe vs. Non-Severe Caseload Activity 
(Tables 11A-22) 


The proportion of severely disabled clients within each of 
the active caseload measurements, except new active cases, 
was greater from October 1, 1976 through June 30, 1977 than 
from October 1, 1975 through June 30, 1976. New severe cases 
declined from 51.5 percent of the total in the nine-months 
ending June 30, 1976 to 49.8 percent in the same period 

a year later. 


Of the 160,182 severe active cases closed, 97,782, or 

61.0 percent, were rehabilitated (3.8 percent less than 

the 101,650 rehabilitations accomplished through June 30, 1976). 
Among non=-severe active case closures, 66.2 percent 

were rehabilitated. These non-severe rehabilitations 

numbered 121,034, a sharp 16.5 percent drop from the 

number a year earlier. 


By June 30, 1977, 48.8 percent of the 755,751 cases on 
hand in active statuses were severely disabled. These 
368,735 cases were 7.6 percent more than the number 
remaining on the same date a year ago. By contrast, the 
non-severe active cases on the date 387,016 represented 
a decline of 6.3 percent from June 30, 1976. 


The proportion of severely disabled rehabilitations 
among all rehabilitations accomplished from April 1, 
1977 through June 30, 1977 (47.2 percent) was more than 
three percentage points greater than the next highest 
quarterly level ever recorded.

The number of severely disabled clients whose cases were 
closed rehabilitated during the April through June 
quarter in 1977 was 11.3 percent less than the number 
rehabilitated in the same three-month period of the prior 
year. Rehabilitations of the non-severely disabled, however, 
declined by 22.1 percent.

Public Assistance Rehabilitations (Tables 23) 


Public assistance recipient rehabilitations continued to 
represent 19 percent of all rehabilitations in Fiscal Year 
1977. A total of 41,331 individuals who received public 
assistance payments at some time during the VR process were 
rehabilitated by State agencies in the first three quarters 
of the current fiscal year. This was a decline of 10.7 
percent from the same nine-month period a year before.

Due to budgetary constraints, funds allocated for 
the printing of various materials in Rehabilitation 
Services Administration were delayed.

For your convenience, as well as ours, the 
reports for the aforementioned months have been 
combined under one cover. 


Part I - State agencies rehabilitated 218,816 
disabled individuals in the nine months ending 
June 30, 1977, representing a decline of 11.2 
; percent from the 246,537 rehabilitations in the 
same period a year earlier. To some degree, 
this decline is attributable to the inexact 
comparison in report periods. In the past, 
rehabilitations reached their apex in June, 
the last month of the fiscal year, but now, in 
the new budget cycle, June is only the ninth 
month of the fiscal year. Therefore, the totals 
cited for the first three quarters of Fiscal Year 
1977 have been compared with totals for the second 


through fourth quarters of Fiscal Year 1976. 
Although the same nine calendar months a year apart 
have been compared, they represent different time 
spans relative to their respective fiscal years. 


Part II - Total rehabilitations reached 238,886 
during the ten-month span, October 1, 1976 to 

July 31, 1977, representing a decline of 8.4 
percent from the 260,887 individuals rehabilitated 
in the same period a year earlier. In terms of the 
rehabilitation goal, State agencies have achieved 
76.3 percent of the projected 313,022 total through 
the first ten months of Fiscal Year 1977. 


It should be noted that a few agencies reported 
unusually large increases or decreases in rehabil- 
itations in July 1977 compared to the same month a 
year ago.

This report presents the percentage distribution 

of case service costs, by severity status, for 
clients whose cases were closed rehabilitated or not 
rehabilitated during Fiscal Years 1975 and 1976. 

Also included are the mean and median costs for 
services. The median cost is a value in an ordered 
set of values below and above which there is an | 
equal number of values. The information shown here 
was obtained from National tabulations of information 
frcm the Case Service Report (RSA-300). 


As might have been anticipated, severely disabled 
clients, rehabilitated or not rehabilitated, proved 
to be more costly to serve than the non-severely 
disabled. The mean purchased service cost for 
severely disabled clients rehabilitated in Fiscal 
Years 1975 and 1976 exceeded the mean cost for the 
non-severely disabled by 43 percent in both years. 
For cases closed not rehabilitated, the difference 
in mean costs was roughly 60 percent in both years. 
The difference in median costs was of a much lower 
order of magnitude because cases costing many 
thousands of dollars have a much greater impact 

on the mean than the median. Another finding is that 
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a much higher proportion of the severely disabled 
received services costing $3000 or more than was the 
case among the non-severely disabled. For example, 
11.5 percent of the severely disabled vs. 5.7 percent 
of the non-severely disabled rehabilitated in Fiscal 
Year 1976 cost state agencies $3000 or more. 


Because of reporting errors the results discussed 

here are less exact than desired, but not significantly 
so. Ome large agency classified many lower cost 
non-severely disabled clients as being severely disabled. 
Were these data reported correctly, the cost differ- 
entials between severely and non-severely disabled 
clients would have been somewhat greater than those 
displayed in this report. 
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
